LEWIS EXPECTS JOMT 
CONFERENCE IN CENTRAL 
FIELD “WITHIN FEW DAYS" 


By the Associated Press. 
PHILADELPHIA, July 27. 
@w OHN L. LEWIS, head of the 
J miners union, said here this 
afternoon that he “had every 
reason to believe that an inter- 
state joint conference of the cen- 
tral competitive flelds will be ar- 
ranged within a few days.” 

Lewis gave the following 
statement: to newspapermen: 

“It is undoubtedly true that to 
all purposes and effect the mine 
workers have won their present 
strike, and it is almost universal- 
ly recognized in industrial and 
financial circles throughout the 
country that no wage reductions 
can be applied to mining indus- 
try. 

“It only remains for an inter- 
state joint conference to be con- 
vened in order to permit of the 
immediate negotiation of a new 
wage agreement. This is the 
only way by which a settlement 
can be made. There will be no 
district or separate settlements. 

“TI have ev ery reason to believe 
that an interstate joint confer- 
ence of the central competitive 
fields will be arrapged within a 
few days. Such an arrangement 
will permit a resumption of min- 
ing. a relief to embarrassed tIn- 
dustries and a suffering public.”’

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch 
FEW words as to—and in continua- | 
recent editorial on 
Percy Bysshe Shelley, the most ideal and 


spiritual of the English poets, and who, 
furthermore, may well dispute with KEd- 
mund Spenser the title of being ‘‘the 
poet of the poets.” 

Since 60 or 60 years, Shelley has been 
gaining with scholars and literary con- 
noisseurs. The intense rancor that has 
existed in England against Shelley the 
Man has been gradually giving place te 
the admiration for Shelley the Poet. Be- 
fore the dawn of the twenty-first cen- 
tury, Shelley will rank next to Shak- 
speare as an English poet. Even En- 
giand is not distant from the day when 
she will do him the justice to mention 
him tn the same breath with Milton, 
Pope and Dryden. 

Religious fanaticism and persecution 
have kept the eyes of the English read- 
ing world on the Man, but high-minded 
dared to 
break the chains of prejudice little by 
little during the past half a century, and 
called the world’s attention to the mine 
of wealth in the Poet. The time has at 
last come when an English poet may be 
récognized as such without being a prac- 
tical member of the Church of England. 

The world outside of England has long 
ago crowned the poet who could sing as 
he sung of “The Skylark,” “The Cloud,” 
“The Sensitive Plant,” and who could 
give literature ‘‘The Cenci” and ‘‘Prome- 
theus Unbound.” In The St. Louis Maga- 
zine for January, 1890, I wrote: “Now 
that Shelley has been since three-quar- 
ters of a century beyond the reach of her 
persecution, his native country is gradu- 
ally doing his memory the tardy justice 
of recognizing the rich heritage of fame 
he has left her.” In 1922 I have nothing 
to change in the statement. 

“The Necessity of Atheism’’?. He was 
17 when he wrote it. “Queen Mab’? 
He was 19 when he wrote it. At the 
time of his death, in 1822, his religious 
opinions had undergone a_e decidea 
change. And he was only 29 when he 
died!
